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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

4. Claims 1-20 are indefinite, because specific steps of treating the surface have 
not been recited. 

Claims 1, 9-10, and 15 are indefinite in the recitation of "capable of. 

It has been held that the recitation that an element is "capable of performing a 
function Is not a positive limitation but only requires the ability to so perform. It does not 
constitute a limitation in any patentable sense. In re Hutchison, 69 USPQ 138. 

Claims 1 and 15, are indefinite and confusing, because it is not clear if the surface or 
the contamination being oxidized by hydroxyl radicals. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or In public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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6. Claims 1-4, 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Nikolaidis et al. (6,387,276). 

Nikolaidis et al. disclose a method for treating a surface to chemically alter 
contamination on the surface. The method comprises applying particles of zero valent 
metal capable of reacting with oxygen and water to form hydroxyl radicals, and 
exposing the particles to oxygen and water to form hydroxyl radicals at or near the 
surface. See col. 4, lines 36-67. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mallouk 
etal. (US 2003/0134409). 

Mallouk et al. disclose a method for treating a surface as claimed. See paragraph 
20, 24, example 3, claims21-23, 32, 41, 45-46, 50, 60-61, and 64. The oxidant taught by 
Mallouk et al. read on the oxygen and the air as claimed. Re. the particle size, see 
paragraph 30.
